Many motorists often stop to pon 
der tile question of what becomes of 
tho oil consumed by the automobile 
engine. It is only recently th at tile 
engineers have discovered. 
They have known ih a t the average 
motor car requires a quart of oil for 
every 75 to 200 miles, depending upon 
the mechanical condition of the en­ 
gine. 
Many un engine, 
however, 
seems 
never to use any oil at all but actual­ 
ly to m anufacture it. A long serifs 
of laboratory experim ents were 
re­ 
quired to determ ine what happens. 
They were undertaken because the 
lubrication of the automobile is the 
ii os:, im portant point in its opera­ 
tion. 
The engineers found that the g re a t-1 
est consumption of oil is due to evap 
oration. Just as w ater in a teakettle 
gees off as steam, so does oil when 
subjected to the terrific heat of the 
engine go off in vapor. 
The heavier or more highly refined 
the oil is the less is lost in this way. ; 
Th«' answ er lies not in 1he use 
of 
heavy oil. because this would cause 
great friction in the oil itself, but In : 
changes 
in m anufacturing processes 
which are necessary to reduce evap- j 
oration. 
The second g reat loss is due to oil 
“ wearing out.” The heat of the 
en­ 
gine turns part of the oil into black 
sediment, which 
has no lubricating j 
value and which prevents the remain* j 
ins? o'l from oroteoting the fast mov­ 
ing parts. This is the greatest danger 
lr oil. 
After 5500 miles of running many 
oils so “wear o u t” that half their bulk 
oecomes sediment. This causes engine' 
tr o u b le such as burned out bearings, 
scored cylinders, rapid carbonization.

Provisions Are Not Materially 
Changed As Compared 
With Old Regulation 


There has 
been 
much 
confusion 
about the new slate speed law. 
But, 
as a 'natter of tact, 
the 
provisions 
regulating speed are exactly the same 
as they were before the amendments 
were ndoplcd. except that a new rate 
of Speed of SF* mites per hour is al­ 
lowed under certain, circumstances. 
All vehicles must at oil times be 
operated in a careful and prudent 
manner and at a rate of 
speed 
not 
greater than is reasonable and proper, 
having reyard for the traffic and use 
cf the highway, and no person shall 
operate a vehicle in the highway at 
such a rate of speed as to endanger 
the lit’"*, limb or property of any one. 
Subject to this rule, the speed limits 
are as follows: 
I— It is always unlawful to exceed 
miles per hour. 
2 
It is unlawful to exceed 30 miles 
per hour, except in the day time and 
except when (he driver has a clear 
vier of tho highway ahead of him and 
of all highways intersecting it within 
4h0 feet ahead of him to a distance of 
at least 4u0 feet from the highway 
en which lie in traveling, and there is 
no person, vehVie or other object 
aheih! of him within 400 feet of the 
renter line of til? highway on which 
he is traveling. 
3— It is unlawful to exceed 20 miles 
per hour in an^^tosety built up terri­ 
tory. that is, lSpdeuco territory. 
4 
it is unlavfful to exceed lo miles 
per hour in any business district. 
ii- It is unlawful to exceed lo miles 
per hour In approaching roil road cross­ 
ings at grade, or approaching or cross­ 
ing an intersecting highway or in go­ 
ing around curves when in any of 
these cases the driver’s view is ob­ 
structed. 
7—The highway commission may es­ 
tablish lower speed limits 
on 
high­ 
ways or bridges, providing signs arc 
reefed to notify the public of such 
limits, and provided, that lh* limit 
on bridges shall not be Ie s than 10 
miles per hour and the limit on high­ 
ways not less than t i rn des per hour. 
The speed of trucks is limited in 
accordance with their weight. 
C iti°s and towns a r e prohibited by 
tile rf ate law 
from 
enforcing 
any 
speed 
regulations 
different 
from 
those prescribed by tlie state, but may 
regulate, subject to tlie* stat0 law, the 
use of highways for processions or 
by vehicles offered for hire, and may 
exc'ude vehicles 
for 
cemeteries or 
parks.

George W. Perkins Talks 
on 
Workers* Fair Share 


Declares Real Profit Sharing Is One That Promotes Thorough 
and Efficient Co-operation of Employer and 
Employe In Many Businesses

New York.— (Special)— Speaking at 


the annual meeting of the National 
Civic Federation on “ Profit Sharing, or 


the W orker’s Fa ir Share,” George W. 
Perkins said, in part: 
“The W orker’s Fair Share” has been 
a real problem ever since the worhf 
began. 
It baa changed greatly as civ­ 
ilization 
bus 
progressed, 
and 
has 
crowded harder and harder for solution 
as Intelligence and education have 
spread and broadened. 
The worker’s fair share was an un­ 
solved problem when the expression 
that designated the relationship be­ 
tw een the man of capital and the man 
of labor was “owner and slave.” 
It 
still existed when the expression of 
relationship became “master and man.’’ 
It still exists in th ese day*, when Hie 
expression of relationship is “employer 
and employee." These very changes in 
the expressions used to designate the 
relationship between capital and labor 
show that steady progress 
bas been 
made toward solving tile problem of 
the worker’s fair share. 
I take it that everyone believes that 
we cannot go back to the old condi­ 
tions; that we must move forward to 
an even better relationship than that 
expressed by the term “employer and 
employee,” You a s k ; 
“W hut is this 
newer relationship to be and what term* 
will express It?” 
I answer that I be­ 
lieve It must be “partners.” 
If I am 
right, then the next question Is how 
can this relationship be worked out 
so as to bring the best results to all 
concerned? 
Twenty-five years niro I became con­ 
vinced that only through profit sharing 
that was real, honest and open could 
we hope to find anything like a satis­ 
factory and permanent method of ar­ 
riving at the worker’s fair share. 


Profit Sharing Not Philanthropy. 
I do not look upon profit sharing 
as philanthropy or a form of benevo­ 
lence. I do not put it In the same class 
with gifts at Christmas tim e or bonuses 
at the end of the year. 
I do not ap­ 
prove or believe In any plan that even 
savors of giving a man something for 
nothing. 
The profit sharing I believe In is the 
kind that Is real; the kind that pro­ 
motes thorough and efficient co-opera­ 
tion between employer and employee; 
the 
kind 
that 
makes partners 
of 
employees; the s»»rt of profit sharing 
that Is practiced between partners In a 
business. 
Anything short of this Is 
bound to result in 
failure 
and will 
widen rather than narrow the breach 
between employer and employee. 
Close observation, coupled with con­ 
siderable experience, bas convinced 
me th at practically all the many fail­ 
ures In profit sharing, both 
in this 
country and In Europe, have occurred 
because at bottom the plans were not 
honestly devised nor equitably worked 
out. 
In the past the man who was not ed­ 
ucated or trained to think independ­ 
ently struck because he wanted $2 a 
day lf he was only getting $1.75, and 
for quite a period labor differences 
were settled on this basis. 
I believe 
that we are rapidly passing out of that 
period, for our laboring people are so 
well educated and so able to think In­ 
dependently that, in many cases, they 
are no longer striking for a definite in­ 
crease In wages, but for what they re­ 
gard as a fairer proportion of the 
profits of the business In which they 
are engaged. 
If I am right about this, then we are 
rapidly leaving behind the period when 
labor disputes could be settled by a 
mere Increase In wages and are enter­ 
ing the period when profit sharing In 
some form must be practiced. 
Outline of a Correct 
Profit-Sharing 
Plan. 
A good many years of actual experi­ 
ence have made me very optimistic re­ 
garding profit-sharing plans worked 
out along the following lines: 
F irst—Every business bas, first of 
all, to earn operating expenses, de­ 
preciation aud fair returns on honest 
capitalization. 
Second—I believe that every busi­ 
ness should consider that the compen­ 
sation paid employees is for the pur­ 
pose of earning u sum of money suffi­ 
cient 
to 
pay 
the 
above-mentioned 
Items. 
Third—I believe that any profits 
over and above such sum should, on 
some percentage basis, be divided be­ 
tween the capital used In the business 
and the employees engaged in the busi­ 
ness. 
Fourth—I believe that In neither 
case should these profits be Immedi­ 
ately withdrawn from the business; 
that they should be left in the busiuess 
for a reasonable length of time to pro­ 
tect aud increase its financial strength 
and safety ; tfcat in the case of capital 
Its share of these profits should be 
carried to surplus; that In the case 
of employees their share of these prof­ 
its should be distributed to them in 
some form of security representing an 
interest in the business, and that each 
employee should be required to hold 
auch security for a reasonable length 
of time, say three to five years. 
Fifth—I believe that the employees’ 
share of these profits should be allotted 
to them as nearly as possible on the 
basis of the compensation they re­ 
ceive. 
Up to date this has proved to 
be the best method. 
Requite Attained by a Proper Plan. 
Now, let us see what such a plan 
means: In the first place, It means 
that under such an arrangement each 
employee becomes a working partner 
in the business. 
He is on the same 


footing as the financial partners, for 
lf the concern is a partnership with, 
say, four or five members, the partners 
themselves are drawing out each year 


what, Iii S’ fray,'m ight be called sala­ 
ries, viz., approximately the amount 
of money necessary to meet their gen­ 
eral living expenses, leaving their sur­ 
plus profits in the business. Any part­ 
nership or any profit-sharing plan that 
divided up the profits and withdrew 
them in cash at the end of every yeur 
could not last very long. 
Why Some Profit-Sharing Plana Fall 
Many profit-sharing plans have divid­ 
ed profits with employees on a cash 
basis and turned the money over to tho 
employees every so often, usually once 
a year. 
The result bas been that if a 
man earning $1,001) a year received 
$200 at the end of the year from a 
profit-sharing plan, he promptly lifted 
his living expenses from a $1,000 basts 
lo a $1,200 basis, and began to look 
upon his income as $1,200 rather than 
$1,000, and the extra $200 did little to 
increase ids activity and efficiency, or 
to promote bls Intellectual effort* in 
the business concerned. 
Then lf a period came when bush 
i ness was dull or poor and he did not 
J get the extra $200, he found fault with 
, the owners of the business aud became 
grouchy and inclined to lose interest 
In his work. 
Little real substantial benefit comes 
from a profit-sharing plan where the 
profits are paid out in eu<h, except 
perhaps v\ here a man uses the money 
toward buying a home. 
Full Publicity Needed About the Bush 
ness. 
In establishing profit sharing it Is 
I of Hie utmost importance that the 
I entire organization, the wage and sal­ 
ary earners, know 
in 
advance ex­ 
actly what they are expected to ac- 
! complish. 
I mean by this that, on 
J entering a new 
year, 
they 
should 
1 know exactly what the preceding year’s 
accomplishments have been. 
'I lie an­ 
nual statem ent of the concern should 
be full and explicit, so that every mull 
engaged In the enterprise will know 
what business was done In tlie pre- 
( ceding year and on what basis profits 
I were and tire to be distributed. 
Some Objections to the Plan Answered, 
j 
Many people liave said to me: “oh, 
I but It takes a long while for a man 
who is only saving a small sum each 
year ti* acquire much of a financial in­ 
terest In the concern by which ho is 
employed.” 
I have alw ays found that 
such criticism comes fro til someone 
i who has not given sufllcent thought to 
Ute subject, for u small interest means 
as much to Hie man having a conv* 
punitively small salary as a large In­ 
terest does to the mull of large affairs. 
Let us summarize some of the ad 
I vantages of this method of profit shar­ 
ing: 
j 
First—It Is real, It Is genuine. 
The 
organization as a whole, and each lndi 
vldual In It* has a definite goal for the 
I year’s work. They know at tile begin- 
, nlng of a year how much money must 
i be earned to cover what we will call 
I fixed charges; they know that they are 1 
! being paid salaries to earn those fixed ’• 
.charges; they know that they alture I 
iin all the profits >>'er and above those ) 
i fixed charges, and they know the basis ! 
J on which they share, and that the j 
I amount of such profits largely depends 
Ion the individual and collective effort ; 
of each individual In the organization. ( 
This in Itself is of great practical ! 
value to the business from a doilur- 
and-cent standpoint. 
Second—Having reached the goal 
set, the money over and above the sal­ 
aries they are paid—In other words, 
their profits—are invested in the busi­ 
ness In which they ale engaged and 
on which their whole time and thought 
and energy should be centered. 
Profit sharing on the basis I favor 
is sometimes objected to by men or 
concerns w ho do not wish to let even 
their own empoyees know how little or 
how much money they are making each 
year. 
If they are not making enough 
money and tile busiuess is running on 
a close margin each year, then by all 
means they should set their situation 
before their men, adopt such a profit- 
sharing plan as I have outlined, and 
get the genuine co operation of every 
man towards Increasing the profits and 
putting the business In a prosperous 
condition. 
The man who Is running on a small 
margin and making little profit may 
object to making his business affairs 
public property, on the ground that he 
would he putting a weapon In the hands 
of his competitors. 
Such a man’s best 
protection against his com petitors is a 
loyal, closely knit organization of the 
highest efficiency, and this im portant 
advantage lie can only secure through 
a bona fide profit-sharing plan. 
As for the man who is making so 
much money that he Is afraid to let even 
his own em ployees know how much 
he is making, to that man I say that 
he is a man who, more thun any other, 
Is responsible for the serious differ­ 
ences toduy existing between capital 
and labor, for with the growing intel­ 
ligence of the musses, how can he ex­ 
pect such a situation to continue? 
As for the man who Is making large 
profits but who objects to profit sharing 
on the ground that he wunts to put 
those profits away against the day 
when business may be poor, to such a 
man, I say that he had better use 
some of those profits to more deeply In­ 
terest his men in his business, aud do 
this to such an extent thut if the dark 
days come he eau be pretty certain 
that his men will stand by the busi­ 
ness In a way that capital alone never 
can. 
Profit sharing on the basis I favor Is 
also som etim es objected to by concerns 
whose securities are closely held. There 
are many ways to obviate this difficulty. 
Some concerns can increase their capital. 
Others that cannot, or that cannot do se 
for a time, can obviate the difficulty by 
Issuing certificates of participation that 
will draw the same percentage of profit 
aa the regular securities of the business. 
In other words, where there is a genuine 
1 desire to share profit* * way eau always 
j be feuad.
